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*Alenander Severns had no greater kind; 
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- * The Hiſtory of Orfiyes proves ſuffici- Ml. - 
_ ently chis Truth; Or/ines was deſcended Mii 
from Cyrus, and the greateſt Lord of Perſia, 
and of the moſt noble Blood in all the Eaft; 
he made great Preſents to the Principal Offi- 
. cers- in the Court of Alexander the Great, 
and neglected Bagoas ; ſome Perſons took 
the Liberty co tell him, he did ill in not 
doing it; he replied, he honoured the King's 
Friends but not his Eunuchs; and that in 
Perſia thoſe ſort of People were uſed after 
A2 different manner than they were in Greece. 
This Diſcourſe having been told Bagoat, he 
ſwore he would be the ruin of Orſines, who 
was a Perſon of an unſpotted Character, 
and he was as good as his Word; for, in ſhort, 
he told Alexander fo many falſe Stories 2 
gainſt him in private, that he ſo effectually 
pProvoked Alexander, that Orſines was chain- 
ed, and impriſoned, and condemned to die. 
Bagoat was not content to bring an Inno- 
cent Perſon to Puniſhment, but had the Im- 
pudence to ſtrike bim as he was going to 
Execution. But Orſines looking upon him 
With 2 Countenance full of Indignation, 
told him he had often heard that Women 
formerly rul'd in Aſia, but it was à new 
Thing to ſee the Reign of an Infamous 
Eunuch. 1 9 8 „ «b8ic5{0 
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Alexander Severus being throughly con- 
jnced of the Diſorders that were cauſed 


in the State by the Eunuchs, effecually _ 


brought them down, and reduced them al- 
noſt to nothing. Theſe Eunnchs would 
know every thing that paſſed at Court, and 
would make People believe that no Body 
new it but themſelves; if any Favour was 
to be obtained of the Prince, Application 
muſt be made to them. The Governments 
of Provinces were got by their Incereft,

This Emperor lo- 
red Solitude, he would commonly after
